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A fuel eel 1 stack compri sing a plural ity of planar 
interleaved fuel eel 1 s and interconnects compri sing a 
contact 1 ayer di sposed between at least one electrode of a 
fuel eel 1 and an adjacent interconnect , the contact layer 
comprising a perovskite having the formula AB03 where: (a) A 
is a doped or undoped rare earth metal or lanthanide; (b) B 
is a doped or undoped transiti on metal ; and (c) wherein the 
perovskite is electrical ly conductive and has a coefficient 
of thermal expansi on which closely matches that of the fuel 
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A fuel eel 1 stack compri sing a plural ity of planar 
i nterleaved fuel eel 1 s and interconnects and compri sing a 
contact layer disposed between at least one electrode of a 
fuel eel 1 and an adjacent interconnect , the contact layer 
comprising at least two outer layers and a central layer of 
electrical ly conducti ve materi als, wherein the central layer 
compri ses a stress rel ief 1 ayer compri sed of materi al 
selected from the group consi sti ng of : (a) parti cles of a 
conducti ve cerami c materi al which are coarser than i n the 
outer layers ; (b) parti cles of a conducti ve ceramic material 
which has signi ficantly different sintering characteri sties 
than the outer layers ; and (c) a porous metal lie materi a I
